3. A method of ameliorating or preventing at least one adverse side effect 
associated with the administration of 30.6 antibody to a subject, the method

15 antagonist to the subject in conjunction with administiation of the 30.6 
antibody. 

4. A method of treating colorectal carcinoma in a subject, the method 
comprising administering to the subject 30.6 antibody and an amount of an
